The Examiner has rejected Claims 13-26, 27, 28 ; and 30 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 ; 
second paragraph, for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Such rejection is deemed avoided by 
virtue of the clarifications made hereinabove to the claims. Note also that Claim 30 is not 
a ik means" claim, as purported by the Examiner. 

Still yet, the Examiner has rejected Claims 1-12, 13-26, 27, 29 and 30-31 under 
35 U.S.C. 101, because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
Such rejection is deemed avoided by virtue of the clarifications made hereinabove to the 
claims.
